Monitor Editor Charges Mac 
Knew Chinese Moves at Yalu 


BOSTON—(AP)—The Christian Science Monitor says there is 


"strong evidence" Gen. MacArthur withheld from the White House 
information 'about possible Chinese intervention in Korea. 


The statement is contained in a story by Gordon Walker, assistant 


foreign -editor of the Monitor and former war correspondent attached 
to Gen. MacArthur's command in the Pacific and Tokyo. 


In New York, a spokesman for 


General MacArthur said no com- 
ment would be made until the 
statements were studied. 


Cans It False 


Gen. Charles A. WHloughby, for- 


mer chief Intelligence officer for 
MacArthnr, terms the statement 
"deliberately false, whether In the 
Christian Science Monitor or the 
Police Gazette." 


Walker's story in Thursday's 


Monitor also says "front line com- 
manders ordered their troops Into 
battle without prior knowledge 
that they faced overwhelming odds 
—odds as high as three or four to 
one." 


According to Walker, informa- 


tion about Chinese intervention 
reached Tokyo in mid-September, 
two months before the late No- 
vember start of the ill-fated Yalu 
river offensive. 


Writers Discouraged 


"War correspondents in Tokyo 


who sought to establish the fact 
were officially discouraged 'by 


headquarters from writing about 
it," Walker declares. 


The Monitor story follows close- 


ly, behind the article written by 
Gen. Willoughby m Cosmopolitan 
magazine in which correspondents 
were charged with "bias" and "in- 
accurate reporting." 


Referring to the mid-October 


meeting between President Tru- 
man 
and 
MacArthur, 
Walker 


writes: 


Mac Fully Aware 


"The overwhelming bulk of evi- 


dence available to newsmen at 
headquarters in Tokyo shows con- 
clusively that General MacArthur 
at this time was fully aware that 
a Chinese expeditionary force of 
major proportions already had 
moved across the Yalu river into 
Korea." 


At Wake

gave his opinion there that there 
"was very little chance of Chinese 
intervention in Korea."

APPROVE PLAN 


The fluoridation of water was 


approved Thursday night by the 
Whiteslde-Lee Dental society. 


After a. lengthy discussion, the 


society, in a meeting held at the 
Nachusa hotel, passed on a motion 
that fluoridation be approved and 
accepted. 


Dixon, Ashton and Amboy are 


the towns in Lee county which are 
considering the fluoridation ques- 
tion. 


It was brought ont 1ft the dis- 


cussion that both Morrison and 
Fulton are also going ahead with 
treatment plans. 


Too much fluoride 
intake, it 


was explained, 
may 
result in 


mottling of the teeth. 


"In cases 
where fluoridation 


has been carried out for three or 
four years there has been a gen- 
eral reduction of decay in the 
teeth of younger children," the 
AMA said. 


Reduces Decay 


"Statistics show that fluorida- 


tiop has resulted in a reduction in 
tooth decay of from 35 to more 
than 50 per cent." 


Fluroridation is usually done in 


the municipal 
water treatment 


plant by dissolving a small amount 
of fluoride (usually sodium fluor- 
ide salt or 
sodium silica fluer- 


ide salt or sodium silica fluoride in 
the water. One city, Madison, Wis., 
uses hydrofluoric acid. But free 
fluorine is not used. 
The term 


fluoridation is used universally by 
public health officials, the AMA 
and the ADA, as the most accu- 
rate for the process.

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 


Pilots Swoop 
On Bombers at 
Yalu Crossing 
List 4 Damaged, 
One Probable in 
Aerial Dogfight 


SEOUL, Korea—(AP)—In 


the greatest air victory of the 
Korean war American jet 
pilots today reported they 
shot down 10 Communist 
planes, damaged four and 
probably destroyed another. 


Nine of the 
destroyed 


planes were bombers, the 
first to venture en mass* 
across the Yalu river into 
MIG alley. 


The Fifth air force said no Al- 


lied planes were lost. 


Thirty-one American Sabre jets 


pounded on the flight of 30 Red 
bombers and their escort of 18 
MIG-15 Jets. The Sabres streaked' 
through the lumbering; bombers, 
swooped up and cut the escorting 
flight of Red Jets in half, then 
raced down onto the bombers. 


In One Swoop 


The sabres did it all in one long 


deadly curve that sent nine bomb- 
ers and one MIG tumbling down 
toward the mouth of the Yalu 
river. 


Three other bombers wen re- 


ported damaged. All were Rua- 
sian-type propeller-driven planes: 
twin-engine TV-2Lboa>b*n-and,siu—• 
gli^^glne-LA-9 fjghter-bombers^ 
The Red formation had just crow- 
ed the Yalu river boundary from 
Manchuria, apparently on a train- 
ing flight. 


The 30-minute battle was the 


fourth air fight of the day and the 
biggest of any type—jet or propel- 
ler planes—fought in the Korean 
war. The earlier flights accounted 
for the probable and the fourth 
damaged Red. 
5 


Largest Score 


It was the largest positive score 


of the war and the largest for 
any single engagement. However, 
last A'pril 12 eight Red MIG fight- 
ers were listed as destroyed, seven 
probably destroyed and 18 damag- 
ed in a series of fights involving 
American fighters and B-29 bomb- 
era. • 


Today's battle involved relative- 


ly few planes but included a signi- 
ficant 
number 
of 
Communist 


bombers. 


The four day air battle total 


mounted to 18 Red jet planes re- 
ported destroyed, one probably de- 
stroyed and 13 damaged, against 
one U. S. plane shot down and 
three damaged. 


Count One More 


Earlier the Fifth air force had 


studied films of Wednesday's fight 
and found one more MIG-15 was 
shot down than American pilot* 
had reported. 


Friday's great battle climaxed a 


week of increasing Red jet flights 
into North Korea and an astound-

Denounce Amendment!* 


Spokesman for the Western 


Big Three already have denounced 
these amendments as an attempt 
to cut the heart out of the plan 
and twist it into a renewed ver- 
sion of old Russian proposals. 


It thus appeared likely that the 


talks would end in Deadlock and 
the 
whole problem be thrown 


back to the full committee. 


Vishinsky prefaced his accept- 


ance with a blistering attack on 
previous speeches by Jessup and 
others and a castigation of the 
Western disarmament plan. 


Cites Dulles Speech 


The western powers, he asserted 


had put forward a disarmament 
plan which actually would per- 
mit them to keep on rearming, and 
John Foster Dulles, in a speech in 
Detroit, had proved the aggres- 
sive character of "the North At- 
lantic bloc" by calling for main- 
tenance of "shock forces" around 
the Soviet Union. This, Vishinsky 
said, gave the lie to U.S. speeches 
in the general assembly urging 
reduction of international ten- 
sions.

The winning essay is as foUows: 


What is Democracy? Democracy is an ideal, a 


process, a method, and above all, a cherishted way of life. 
It provides self-choices, self-assumed responsibilities, 
and shared participation in determining practical affairs. 


Democracy was not founded in our country on pri- 


vate armies in fancy uniforms, on streets or conspira- 
cies. It was established by the common consent of the 
people and expressed their habits and preferences. All 
other democracies have been set up in the same way 
because there is no other way to build a system of self- 
government. 


Because we live in a democracy, however, does not 


mean being completely satisfied with things as they are. 
Democracy is not a fixed system with a set of rules that 
no one dares to disobey. In a democracy we work for 
progress. Our American plan of government was one 
created "by the people and for the people." Therefore 
the people have the right to criticize it as they see fit 
and to make changes from time to time to uphold their 
rights. Yes, we have leaders, both political and mili- 
tary, and we follow them. We replace them, however, 
when we think we are being led in the wrong direction. 


In America we believe in equality of opportunity. 


We think that everyone should have more than just 
something to eat, something to wear, and a place to 
sleep. We think the people should also have such things 
as radios, automobiles, and summer vacations. We be- 
lieve everyone should have an equal opportunity to 
attain these and better things, materially and spiritually. 
This we call our "standard of'living." And the people 
of other lands know that we have the highest standard 
of living in the world. 


However, if equality of opportunity is to be secured 


and safeguarded, certain restrictions must be placed on 
individuals. Equality of opportunity means that every- 
one has freedom to do as he pleases until he infringes 
upon the rights of others. Then the restrictions must 
be brought into effect. For example, a person has free- 
dom of speech; but when he starts to spread malicious 
lies about someone or something he is punished accord- 
ing to law. 


If we are to have equality among citizens each per- 


son must have a share in the responsibility for deciding 
what is to be done, not just to follow commands. If we 
have to think for our country, that will develop our 
minds and strengthen us because it will call out from us 
the best we have to give. 


Because we believe in freedom of speech, press, 


religion, etc., our democratic way of life is constantly 
being threatened by those who misuse the privileges we 
have set up. To combat this we all must realize that 
there are those who want individual power and su- 
premacy and be on our guard to prevent it. 


One of our most important democratic principles is 
that we welcome new ideas. Many of our new ideas 
which have spelled out progress have come from our 
immigrant population. In spite of our immigration laws 
we have welcomed strangers from all parts of the earth. 


Millions of foreigners, looking for free land, for 


jobs, for a better chance, have come to join us. Whether 
our ancestors came over to Massechusetts in 1620, or 
came as immigrants a few years ago, they are a part 
of what we mean when we say "America." Americans 
are not only those who have "pure blood." We are the 
people who-live in a democracy, the "American Way " 
We live by an ideal.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Severe Ruptured Spine 
Disk Can Be Relieved 


One of the most common causes 


for severe backache is a condition 
known as a ruptured intervertebral 
disc. Several readers have asked 
for a discussion of this unpleasant 
ailment, what treatment is best, 
and what the outlook is for recov- 
ery. 


An intervertebral disc is a fairly 


soft cartilage which lies between 
the bony verterbrae of the spine. 
It is this which gives flexibility to 
the back, but being softer than the 
vertebrae, this cartilage is suscep- 


injury, strain, or other 
table to 
damage. 


When there is pain in the lower 


portion of the back, or sciatica, a 
rupture or hernia of this cartilage 
must be suspected. Diagnosis is 
not easy but can usually be made 
by a. careful study of the history of 
the pain—that is, whether it fol- 
lowed an injury, and similar in- 
formation obtained from the pa- 
tient—by the physical findings, 
and by what can be seen m an X- 
ray film. 


The X-ray, however, may not 


show anything immediately after 
the rupture has occurred. After a 
while, however, the rupture of a 
disc will cause a narrowing of the 
space between the bones of the 
vertebral column at the point 
where the rupture has occurred. 


Usually those having a first at- 


tack of pain caused by a ruptured 
disc should "be treated conserva- 


(that is, without surgery). 


Also conservative treatment is ad- 
vised for those who have mild at- 
tacks, attacks coming only at long 
intervals, those who are over 50 
years old, and for those in whom 
the diagnosis is in doubt. 
MAY JNEED SURGERY 


For patients with intolerable 


back pain or pain along the sciatic 
nerve, those who have repeated 
severe attacks for a long period of 
time, and for some others, an oper- 
ation may have to be considered. 


The operation employed in such 


cases may be just removal of the 
ruptured disc or it may include, in 
addition to removal of the disc, a 
fusion or binding together of the 
two vertebral bones between which 
the disc lies. 


The question of which of these 


operations to perform and whether 
or not it should be done by an 
orthopedic surgeon or a nerve sur- 
geon or both together is a matter, 
of course, which the physician in 
charge alone can decide. 


The discovery that rup'tures of 


this kind ran occur and can in 
most cases be successfully treated 
surgically has given 
thousands who would 
„_ 


have suffered fo.- years with in- 
tolerable pain. A ruptured disc is 
not a pleasant thins to have at 
best, but it is no longer considered 
a permanent afflication in most 
cases.

Even Experts Can Make Mistakes 


By OSWALD JACOB** 


The bidding is a little peculii 


in today's hand, but it's very hard 
to criticize it All four players at 
the table have won several nation 
al championships, and if you'd like 
to tell them what palukas they are 
you can find them at this year's 
nationals in Detroit during the 
first week of December. 


As for myself, I would hardly 


call any of the players a paluka 
but I would observe that North 
and South wobbled a bit as they 
reached the contract of three dia- 
monds. What's more, West man- 
aged to foozle the defense. 


West opened the ace of spades, 


about as good a choice as any, 
considering the nature of his 
land. He continued the suit, and 
South won with the king of spades. 


Declarer led a club, West played 


low, and dummy won with the

another diamond from dummy, 
inessing the ten from his hand.

It was 
admitted then that the bridge was 
unsafe and treacherous. The con- 
dition still exists. Easter Sunday, 
April 9, 1950, five cars cracked 
up on the bridge and there have 
been many other accidents due to 
the -slippery surface. The bridge 
is a hazard even under normal 
weather conditions. Monday, April 
10, 1950, Ralph Ferguson was 
quoted in the Dixon Evening Tele- 
graph as follows: "A change may 
be in order for the surface that is 
treacherous with only rain water 
on it." This is December 1951 and 
still nothing has been done.

British Have Legalized Gambling System That May Be 


Solution to America's Illegal Betting Problem

LONDON—The British have a system of popular, legal gam- 


bling through pool* on the soccer football games which closely re- 
aembles our numbers racket and might be the solution of the Amer- 
ican problem of penny-ante betting by the "masses.1' The British 
also bet x openly on horse races through recognized bookmakers op- 
erating away from the track*, a criminal practice under our law*. 1 
doubt that any other people gamble as much as 
the British do, but of course nobody ever has been | 
able to determine how much our people bet illegal- > 
ly on the numbers and on races with the so-called 
bookies. 


The Rev. K. Benson Perkins, in a report pub- i 


lished by the churches' committee on gambling '"' 
tells us that the total turnover in gambling in Brit- 
ain in IMS was between 600,000,000 and 700,000,000 
pounds. At that time the pound was a little more 
robust than it ia now. It is normally about $4 86 -i 
but at this writing it is about 12.80. However the 
dollar also is reduced by a little more than half, so 
suppose we skip this phase of the story and deal in pounds as 
pounds. Mr Perkins said his figures were based on inquiries mad* 
by the churches,' committee on gambling. He rated the football poolF 
third in volume of money, with 65 millions of pounds 
The horse- 


bettors came first with 350 millions and the dog-tracks were said to 
have turned over 220 millions. 


"It is estimated that about 20 million coupons are returned with 


money each week," his report said in the phase dealing with the 
pools. "There are eight or a dozen big promoters forming a ring- 
and over 200 smaller operators. The advertising of these football pool 
promoters alone runs into some millions of pounds in the course of a 
football season. 


The biggest of these pools is known as Littlewoods, with head- 


quarters in Liverpool. The volume of Littlewoods' business is fA 
great that the postal receipts for stamps and postal money orders 
from its millions of subscribers in the course of a season are a sub- 
stantial factor in that department's economy. 
Many postal em- 


ployes owe their jobs to Littlewoods and other such pools and 
the Rev. Mr. Perkins writes that the total number of agents, clerks, 
touts, runners and football pool canvassers probably exceeds 200,00?. 


In one case that came into court it was admitted that the firm 


which ran a pool employed 1,0.00 girls in the office in addition to their 
canvassers or, -as we would call them, hustlers. Mr. Perkins in- 
sists however that the employment of so many individuals in the 
gambling traffic is not a point of favor of such gambling because 
the same money would provide far greater employment and add con» 
siderable value to the community if it were used in "legitimate^ 
commerce. Noting, in the first place, that most of this gambling is 
legally "legitimate," I must add that he doesn't make any case for 
his proposition that this money would provide more jobs and add 
"value to the community." He seems to me to fall on his sled on 
that turn. I can sympathize with him. I do, too, in these discus- 
sions of the ebb and flow of gambling money.

"Right now, what we have under consideration is the relationship 


between that word and, not college, but prep sports. We would like to 
deal with this high school aspect on the hunch that it might be part of, 
or partly the cause of, the more general collegiate scene. 


"It seems to us over-emphasis of sports on the prep level ^ 


is just as bad, if not worse, than at the college level. Living * 
in a small community where the fans are naturally close to 
the high school team, and where the proximity of competing 
schools breeds the most bitter kind of rivalry, a high school 
coach is sometimes subjected to pressure that is more intense 
than what a college coach receives. 


"Neither is the coach entirely blameless for this situation. As a 


coach he is accepting a position that sets him off from his fellow 
teachers. His salary is higher, and his job does not fully rest on his 
merits as a teacher. By making himself a part of this over-emphasized 
situation he is hi some ways improving his lot, although not alwa^ 
without additional risk. 


"And the high school athlete himself is elevated to a 


position of ridiculous heights. He is eulogized by bis class- 
mates, the townspeople, the town paper. They all call him, 
at times, a great player—though we know he may be only 
mediocre outside his own small circle.

"The word "great," tossed indiscriminately around by sports 


writers and fans, has taken its place alongside other threadbare words 
such as "nice" and "fine" which have lost all meaning by overuse. j|v 


"In some ways the high school athlete is even more 


fawned over than his brother on the college level. This comes 
about, in part, due to a philosophy that holds that a high 
school student cannot take criticism. 


"A sports writer then, unless he is to have both parents and chil- 


dren on his neck, must go along with the policy of saying nothing if he 
can say nothing nice.

"And the sports editor, too, is far from faultless. 
Like 


the coach, he has accepted his niche in the system and can't 
very well say anything about it without cutting his own 
throat.

"Whether or not all this has any logic behind it, or is merely idle 


wandering, the fact remains that the emphasis in both college and 
prep sports is on the wrong things. A school is an institution of learn- 
ing and sports are just a sideline. 


"Yet, 
here we are, blowing up the athlete, while the 


student is fairly well ignored. Along this line, we have often 
wondered what has become of the once fascinating passtime

PHOENIX, ARIZ. — (AP) — 


Winnie Ruth Judd, the greying 
red-haired trunk murderess 
o! 


1931, escaped from the state hos- 
pital for the insane last night for 
the fourth tune. 


Twenty years ago she shot two 


gui friends to death, dismemberec 
their bodies and shipped the grisly 
remains to Los Angeles in a trunk 
and a suitcase. She was convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged, out 
was adjudged insane and commit- 
ted to the asylum. 


Mrs. Judd, 48, climbed out of a 


second story window about 10:30 
p.m. on a ladder fashioned from 
rags and scraps of cloth. 


Just before her disappearance 


she had been visiting in the room 
of her 84-year-old mother, Mrs. 
Carrie B. McKinnell, also a patient 
at the state hospital. Earlier, Mrs 
Judd had been at a dance for pa- 
tients. 


Weaves Ladder 


Hospital attendants told 
the 


sheriff's 
office that Mrs. Judd 


broke a screen to let down the 
makeshift ladder. 


They said it must have taken her 


weeks to weave the ladder of yarn 
rags and part of a heavy ironing 
cord. They said she used a screw 
driver and pliers to open_the heavy 
window screen, and that the tools 
must have been smuggled to her. 


Mrs. Judd tied the ladder to the 


head of her mother's bed in a 
room adjoining her own. 


Attendants said Mrs. Judd had 


been upset for the last week after 
another patient told her she would 
be taken away from her mother 
and put in a criminal ward. 


Vows Suicide 


Efforts to convince her there 


was nothing to the story failed, 
attendants said. 


"Mrs. Judd said she would com- 


mit suicide if they tried to take 
her away from her mother," an 
attendant said. 


"I never dreamed she would 


leave grandma (as Mrs. McKinnell 
IB known)," she added. 


Searchers reported Mrs. Judd 


apparently went over the west 


• gate. Some of her personal effects 
were found 200 yards distant. 


Sheriff L. C. Boies put blood- 


hounds on the trail. 


When last seen Mrs. Judd, once 


a willowy red-haired nurse, was 
wearing a blue silk dress and a 
green coat with fur cuffs. 


Predict Capture 


Hospital officials felt that Mrs. 


Judd, long unaccustomed to the 
outside, could not have gone far 
from the institution grounds, even 
though they border on the princi- 
pal east-west highway through the 
city. 


Winnie Ruth, the "Tiger Wom- 


an" of 20 years ago, had lived in 
quiet seclusion since her last break 
from the hospital, May 11, 1947. 


Mrs. Judd killed her roommates, 


Agnes Anne LeRoi and Hedvig 
Samuelson, on Oct. 16, 1931. 


Their bodies expertly cut into 


pieces, were crammed into a trunk 
and a suitcase and shipped to Los 
Angeles by tram. The contents 
were discovered when a baggage 
room employe noticed blood seep- 
ing from the trunk. 


Sentenced to Hang 


Mis. Judd eluded capture for a 


week, then surrendered to police in 
an undertaking parlor. 


She was convicted of murder 


Feb. 8, 1932, and was sentenced to 
be hanged. The prosecution cqn- 
tended she killed Miss LeRoi and 
Miss Samuelson in a jealous rage 
over the attentions of a prominent 
Phoenix business man. 


Her execution was set for May 


11 but later a jury of janchers and 
cowboys at Florence, Ariz., found 
her insane, and she was transfer- 
red to the asylum at Phoenix. 


Mrs. Judd escaped twice in the 


fall of 1939, remaining at liberty 
six days the first time and 12 days 
the second.

War in Korea Is Now a 
Confused9Mixed'Up Situation

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


Korean war has now become one 
of the most mixed up situations in 
recent times. Take it step by step. 


A week ago the United Nations 


and Korean-Chinese Communists 
reached an agreement. They didn't 
agree to stop shooting.

They simply agreed on a line— 


an armistice line—where they'd 
stop shooting if they could agree 
to stop shooting. 


This agreement on an armistice 


line was the first agreement the 
two sides had been able to reach 
after five months of haggling. 


; 
It was a major point. But it was 


only one of four major points the 
two sides thought they must agree 
on before there could be an armis- 
tice. 


This Is Way it Went 


So this was the way the agree- 


. ment on the armistice line went. 


• 
1. The line where the two sides 


face each other now will be the 
armistice line if they agree on 
those other three points in 30 
1 days. 


2. If they don't agree on those 


three in 30 days, then the armis- 
tice line will be drawn wherever 
the troops face each other when 
there finally is agreement on those 
three points, which might be 


; months away. 


That raises a question: suppose 


our troops right now put on a rip- 
snorting attack and drove the 
Communists back, maybe all the 
way back to the Talu river. 


Further, suppose that was ac- 


complished within 30 days and 
.within that time, too, both sides 
had agreed on those three other 
.points. What then? 


Give Back Territory 


$. The U.N. troops would have to 
:•• give back to the Communists all 


the land they had captured within 
those 30 days and draw back to 
•the point where they are now.

Mixed-Up Problem 


President Truman said some- 


thing, which is important here in 


order to understand the mixed-up 
problem of Korea. He said: 


"The continued pressure of our 


forces on the enemy consitutes the 
strongest incentive for the latter 
to agree to a just armistice. Any 
premature slackening of our ef- 
fort would cost us more casual- 
ties in the long run than need be 
lost." 


So it seems the fighting will 


continue, in some form, anyway. 
There'll probably have to be, 
judging by the air force report of 
a big Communist attempt at a 
build-up behind their present line, 
the present armistice line. 


Air Force Will Check 


It's certain the air force will 


be busy checking behind the 
enemy lines—and fighting enemy 
planes sent up to stop them—to 
see what the enemy is doing. 


But the sorest item in the whole 


business arises around one of 
those three still unsettled points: 
inspection after an armistice. 


We want the Communists to 


let us check behind their lines to 
be sure they're not using the arm- 
istice to build up their forces and 
suddenly start a smashing drive 
that would end the armistice. 


Without such agreement on in- 


spection, it seems impossible there 
could be an armistice, for other- 
wise the U.N. troops would have 
to stay on guard at their armis- 
tice-like stations every minute in 
case of a surprise attack.

spring crops, Acting Secretary of 
Agriculture Clarence J. 
McCor- 


xnick urged growers to put forth 
special effort to boost production 
of livestock feed grains so that a 
high level output of meat, milk 
and eggs might be maintained. 


Supports Promised 


Promising as much help as 


possible, the department said it 
would be prepared to support pro- 
ducer prices 
of 
corn, 
cotton, 


wheat, rice, soybeans, wool, milk 
ana butterfat a* maximum levels 
permitted by law. That level is 
90 per cent of parity. (Parity is 
a standard for measuring farm 
prices, declared by law to be 
equally fair to fanners and those 
who buy their products.)

promised for hogs, beef 
cattle, 


poultry, eggs and other perish- 
able products.

Must Increase Yields 


Because farmers 
have 
just 


about reached the limit of new 
cropland, they will have to try to 
increase the s>cre yields in order 
to meet the. higher production 
goals, McCormick said.

pared with 374,600,000 this year 
and twice as much' farm produce 
would go to market as the 1935- 
39 average.

him as the Texas Grainger from 
newspaper photographs of the 
missing U.S. recruit. Both men 
had a missing index finger on the 
left hand.

ed suffered in World War EL 


Forestry officials said Grainger 


joined their force here in August, 
telling them he was born in Lon- 
don, England, had served with the
